REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

2. Claim 1 claims a gas sensor element having a reference gas introducing space/hole, a 
clogging preventative space, a buffering space, a first space for introducing a measurement gas 
and a heater disposed at a lower portion of said sensor element. The prior art teaches such a gas 
sensor element. However, the prior art does not teach or suggest the ratio of the distance from a 
projected position of an end of said heater on the upper surface of the sensor element (La) and 
the lateral width of said sensor element (We) is between 0.2 and 0.5 (0.2<(La/We)<0.5). In 
addition, the prior art neither teaches nor suggests a projected position of said end of said heater 
on the upper surface of the sensor element extends to a starting end, defined as a projected 
position of an end of said first space close to said gas-introducing hole on said upper surface of 
said sensor element.
